Easy Way to Get Rid of Stumps. 

A method of getting rid of stumps 
which has been highly recommended, 
and which to be effective should be 
done now, is as follows: 

Bore a bole one or two inches in di- 
ameter and about 18 inches deep into 
the center of the stump. Then put 
into this hole one or two ounces of 
saltpeter. Fill the hole with water 
and plug it up. In the spring take out 
the plug, pour in about one-half gal- 
jon of kerosene vil and light it. The 
stump will smolder away to the very 
extremities of the roots, leaving noth-
